GEORGE INNESS, 1825-1894 


George Inness was very small boy 
meadow near his home. growing desire 
large enough hold all that feel about 
kept this vision clear spite the unsym- 
pathetic environment his youth; physical 
surroundings far from helpful for artistic 
development, and father determined “make 
man turning him into self- 
respecting grocery store Newark, New 
Jersey, where the Inness family had moved since 
the birth their son George Newburgh, New 
York. After the failure the grocery store expe- 
riment Inness’ father realized his son’s determi- 
nation study art and teachers were provided 
forhim. painting with Regis Gignoux. 
During this time received excellent training 
Eager profit the skill and knowledge 
other artists studied the canvases con- 
temporary American landscape painters. 
found disappointing lack depth and feeling 
their work and turned the French school, 
studying and gaining much from the unrestrained 
technic Millet, Corot and Rousseau. the 
early years his painting consistently fol- 
lowed his self-made laws composition and 
balance; sought reproduce literally the 
forms nature they appeared him. His 
landscapes this period show carefully painted 
details rock, weed and leaves. This early 
concentration forms freed Inness his later 
work for the complete expression his sensitive 
reaction the “moods Such can- 
and Plenty” the Metropolitan Museum, New 
York City, reveal his art its best and reflect 
the treatment the Barbizon painters. When 
stand before one Inness’ wide, familiar, 
sunlit landscapes, with narrow, idling stream 
winding its way through warm fields grain 
beneath softly clouded skies, the foreground 
the figures farmers harvesting their crops, 
and the distance white steeples the hill- 
side, spotted through low-lying faintly blue haze, 
fairly hear the warm, summer noises droning 
insects, and the locusts singing the hedgerow. 


paintings Inness which remarkable inso- 
much the artist was never possessed either 
these qualities. lived constant and 
dynamic state change, always reaching out 
for what believed better methods 
expressing his artistic emotions. was never 
completely satisfied with painting. Confident 
that few more strokes his brush would bring 
nearer his ideal often entirely changed the 
original composition, and often ruined what 
might have been splendid piece work. 
Inness said have painted out more good 
pictures than many other artists ever painted. 
Yet this restlessness never expressed his 
finished canvases. his subjects find the 
calm which comes before the approaching storm; 
the soft radiance gently fading summer 
rainbow; happy children play 
fields; the sunset paling beyond the dark outlines 
sturdy trees and reflected still woods pool. 
was master painting the subtler manifes- 
tations nature; the illusive effects atmosphere, 
moisture-laden skies, smoke, rain, are the most 
striking characteristics his work. His favorite 
scenes were those which nature served 
harmonious background for the familiar activities 
humankind. 


Inness was member the National Academy 
Design and the Society American Artists. 
Most his life was spent near New York City 
and New England and his paintings are 
representative the beauty and variety 
the landscapes these states. The largest col- 
lections his paintings are the Art Institute 
Chicago and the Metropolitan Museum 
New York City. the Art Institute are 
“The Home the Mill 
reproduce here. Coming the 
Albright Gallery, Buffalo, New York, and 
“Autumn Gold” hangs the 
Hartford, Connecticut. Oaks,” 
“Spring Blossoms” and “Coast Scene” are 
the Metropolitan Museum. There are several 
Inness’ paintings private collections and 
the Art Museum Montclair, New Jersey.

sure more interest written and oral 
language resulted, especially the use words, 
from this work. also adopted the idea 
reading drills and found more appealing 
the children. course the thoughts the 
couplets must beautiful thoughts not 
poetry, but with young children who are free 
spirit and happy their school life, one 
need not fear the lack charming images 
great simplicity. The joy creative work 
shone the faces these little ones and, 
one case, felt there was real talent. 


Previous this work had heard individual 
children writing little poems second grades 
higher, but never class exercise. not 
possible that there may real value this 
class work begun the most impressionable 
and spontaneous age, when the feeling for poetry 
natural but the technic entirely lacking? 
One word warning; the teacher must resist 
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the temptation supply words except occasion- 
ally. Once when the children could not find 
rhyming word for gave list several 
and suggested using one these. What inter- 
ested most was observe how the children 
got the right rhythm almost every case. 

genuine interest this kind work the 
part the teacher vital importance, also 
the effort the part the children must 
spontaneous. insure this, one must choose 


subject which has been discussed and which 


some aspects beauty have already been dis- 
covered. real love for the pansies and close 
observation them preceded the attempt 
make verses about them. 

The creative and artistic possibilities young 
children form almost unexplored region into 
which are just beginning penetrate. Draw- 
ing, writing, language and reading should 
only the tools for real expression creative 
work, one kind another, even first grade.
